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WE LOSE 



Wildcats Unable to Beat Central In 
Annual Game. 



Cardinal And Blue Outclassed in 
First Half. 



Once again It has happened, and 
once more history has repeated itself. 
For once more the pluckieat bunch of 
wildcats that ever went on a field of 
battle, went down in defeat at the 
hands of the men who represent the 
Cardinal and Blue. This time the 
score was 12 to 6, two touchdowns 
and two goals for Central, and one 
touchdown and tne goal for State. 

Game was witnessed by largest 
crowd ever seen on the Stoll field. 

Central Scores First. 

With the ball on Kentucky’s 10- 
yard line, Shanklin punted but wind 
carried the ball to the far side of the 
field and it fell in the waiting arms 
of Pidgeon, who raced across the goal 
for the first touch-down. Louis Seel- 
back kicked goal. 

State Scores 

The Wildcats came back in t^he 
second quarter and fairly swept Cen- 
tral off their feet, making end runs 
went tlu-ough Central’s line for touch- 
down and Shanklin kicked the goal. 

From this time on it appeared that 
the score would be a tie, but in the 
last quarter Central recovered an on- 
slde kick and Ramsey was sent thro 
for a line buck but, fumbled the ball 
and it rolled over the goal lin^ where 
Will Seelbach fell on it securing the 
last touch-down. Louis Seelbach 
kicked the gt>al, making the score, Cen- 
tral 12, Kentucky 6. 

Coach E. R. Sweetland of the State 
team, said after the game that he had 
oply one statement to make for the 
public. These were his words: 

“We went in to carry the fight to 
Central and we carried it there. And 
although our men were outweighed by 
about thirty pounds to the man, we 
fought a good fight.” 

The game by quairters was as fol- 
lows: 

* First Quarter. 

At 2 o’clock the game started. Shank- 
lin kicked oft for State to the East, 
the ball going to Central’s 20 yard 



line. Central returning the punt 10 
yards. Central used a forward pass 
for a gain of 46 yards and on the next 
play they made a gain of three yards 
on a line kick, but Central was oft 
side and was penalized five yards, 
the ball resting on the 40 yard line. 

Louis Seelbach punted to State’s 
25 yard line and Giltner returned the 
punt 4 yards. Shanklin went against 
the line for no gain. On the next play 
Shanklin fumbled the ball on the snap 
but recovered it on the 6 yard line. 
He then punted 30 yards ,and Giltner 
recovered the ball. State could make 
no gain on a line kick but in attempt- 
ing one someone held and the team 
was penalized fifteen yards. 

It was on the next play that Cen- 
tral made their first touchdown, Shank 
lln punted 20 yards and Pidgeon re- 
covered the ball and made a touch- 
down. Louis Seelbach kicked goal. 

Shanklin again kicked off to the 
East, the ball going to their 5 yard 
line, Duffy returned the punt 16 
yards. Central lost 5 yards on a left 
end run and lost 15 more on a penalty 
for holding, leaving the ball again on 
the 5 yard line. L. Seelbach punted 
out to the 45-yard line, Giltner re- 
turning the punt 5 yards. Galser lost 
5 yards on a right end run and Cen- 
tral was penalized 5 for off side. 

State made 13 yards on four con- 
secutive end runs, Shanklin carrying 
the ball on three of the attempts. 
Sanklin and Threldkeld try fake place 
kick forward pass, but the ball hit 
the ground and was recovered by Cen- 
tral on the 20 yard line. Duffy lost 
3 yards on a left end run and L. Seel- 
bach punts 60 yards, holding State 
to no return. 

Threldkeld was sent through the line 
for a gain of 4 yards. Shanklin punted 
to Central’s 25 yard line and holds 
Central to no return. Central could 
not gain through the line. L. Seel- 
bach punted 45 yards, Giltner return- 
ed the punt 7 yards. Threldkeld made 
8 yards on an end run which placed 
on the center, S»hanklln punted 40 
yards. Duffy returned the punt 6 
yards. State lost 4 yards on a left 
interfering with a call for fair catch. 
L. Seelbach punted to State’s 25 yard 
line and Giltner returned the punt 6 
yards. State lost 4 yards on a left 
end run and time was called for the 
quarter with the ball in possession of 
State on their 27 yard line. Score. 
Central, 6; State, 0. 



Second Quarter 

Threldkeld gained 5 yards for State 
on a right end run. Shanklin could 
not gain on a right end run and the 
ball went over to Central on downs. 
Ramsey made five yards for Central 
on a line buck. W. Seelbach lost 3 
yards on a left end run. Clark lost 
three yards on a right end run and 
the ball went over to State on downs. 
Shanklin made a sensational left end 
run), which followed by a right end 
run by Threldkeld for a gain of 20 
yards, put the ball on Central’s 50 
yard line. Shanklin punted to their 
25 yard line and Johnson recovered 
the ball on Clark’s fumble of the 
catch. ■« 

Shanklin lost three yards on a right 
end run. 

He then punted to the 5 yard line. 
Clark returned the ball 10 yards, fum- 
bled the next snap, and lost 6 yards. 
L. Seelbach punted 15 yards out of 
bounds and it was recovered by Stats 
Shanklin went through the line for 
two yards and Johnson followed this 
by going through for a gain of four 
yards. Threldkeld went through the 
line on a faint buck Which gained 8 
yards. State tried for a forward pass. 
Central was penalized for interferrlng 
with a State man catching the forward 
pass. < 

Shanklin 20 yards around left end, 
twelve yard line. State penalized 6, 
offside. Threldkeld 8 left end Shank- 
lin gained 2 yards around left end, 
ball on five yard Hue- Shanklin two 
yards on buck. To one foot line on 
buck, Threidkeld over, Shanklin kick- 
ed goal. Score, 6 to 6. 

Central kicked off 25 yards. Shank- 
lin through line for 2. No gain on 
buck. Four on buck. Central 4 yards 
line. State no gain right end. Cen- 
tral’s ball on downs. Central lost 3 
on buck. No gain right end. Penal- 
ized 16 for pushing. Central puts 40, 
Giltner coming back 15. State penal- 
ized 15 hurdling. Ball on Central’s 
forty yard line. Time called, ball 
State’s.
